“The situation being as it is, 
we at this time set aside or 
forego our constitutional rights 
&nd privileges at the urgent re­ 
quest of the police powers of 
the sovereign state of Indiana,” 
Chaney said at his home here. 
The police request came after 
two n ghts of sporadic disturb­ 
ances and firebombings in the 
east central Indiana city. The 
trouble followed the shooting 
death of a 14-year-old black boy 
Monday night and some com­ 
munity 
leaders 
said 
the 
planned rally contributed to the 
unrest. 
A county Klan official can­ 
celled the rally Wednesday, but

Dominates Time On TV Networks

NEW YORK (AP) — The na­ 
tionally televised 
Watergate 
hearings spent more than five 
hours Thursday angering game 
show fans and those who find 
more drama in soap opera than 
in the thrill of the hunt for 
truth in the packed Senate 
Caucus Room in Washington. 
The start of the historic hear­ 
ings before the Senate Select 
Committee marked the first 
time since February 1966 that 
all three networks had televised 
all or part of a Senate hearing 
live. 
But a sample check of tele­ 
vision stations around the coun­ 
try showed that thousands of 
viewers preferred entertain­ 
ment to history. They said so in 
irate phone calls that swamped 
switchboards. 
“They’re killing us,” a CBS 
operator here jokingly groused. 
She and others like her face yet 
another day of battered ears. 
CBS, ABC and NBC all say 
they plan to televise the Water­ 
gate hearings again in full to­ 
day. They have 570 affiliated 
stations and own and operate 15 
more. 
The

Broadcasting 
Service, which serves 234 pub­ 
lic television stations, offered 
Thursday’s hearings live to 28 
Eastern Educational Network 
stations and reran the hearing 
on tape at night for the entire 
PBS system.

Compared with past televised 
Senate hearings that gripped 
the nation during television’s 
infancy, the debut of the Water­ 
gate show had all the drama of 
algebra—except for the report­ 
ers covering it.

Bowen Raps

Next year, the state will 
make a flat grant of $36 per pu­ 
pil with a grant of an additional 
$74 per pupil the following 
year. 
“This has the effect of reduc­ 
ing reliance on the property tax 
for funding local schools,” Bow­ 
en said, “it’s another technique 
of property tax relief. The new 
system guarantees property tax 
relief through direct credits 
against proprty tax bills.”

That innocent sounding three- 
word phrase can make strong 
race drivers quiver and weak 
race drivers cry. 
What it means* is that the 
driver in question is currently 
the slowe-t among the quali­ 
fiers for the Indianapolis 500- 
mile race, and that a faster 
time from a previously unqual­ 
ified driver can “bump his 
car out of the lineup. 
For example, 30 cars have 
qualified for the 33-car starting 
field n the 57th Indy 500 to be 
run on May 28. The slowest of 
those first weekend qualifiers is4 
Sam Posey, who averaged only 
187.921 miles per hour for the 
10-mile trial run in his Of- 
fen ha user powered Eagle. 
Posey, a former sports car 
and Formula 1 driver now liv­ 
ing in San Juan Capistrano, Ca­ 
li!., is in a tenuous position. If, 
after three more cars qualify to 
fill the field, his is still the 
slowest speed, a faster speed 
by any previously unqualified 
car will bump Posey out of the 
field. 
The 33 fastest cars at the end 
of four davs of qualifying will 
be in the lineup. 
The 
sandy-haired 
bachelor 
doesn’t have any illusions about 
his previous speed making the 
lineup. The first 30 qualifiers 
averaged 192.572 m.p.h. 
“ Forget it...we didnt do any­ 
thing except learn some bitter 
lessons and use up one race 
car. We concentrated too much 
on preparing the car for the 
race and we took the qualifying 
6peed for granted, Posey said. 
“We came here last year, 
practiced two and one-half days 
and I was the seventh fastest 
qualifier and finished fifth in 
the race in my rookie year, 
Posey added. “This year, I got 
in four days of practice, the 
cars were gorgeous and 1 had 
last years experience...but we 


sadly underestimated the skill 
and desire of these other men.”

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CIGARETTE PACK HOAX 
The Great Cigarette Package Hoax was 
back today in Columbus. 
It’s a fraud that feeds on the desire of 
well-meaning Americans to help others. 
It’s a phony that crops up in all sizes 
of communities across the nation. 
And once a week the cigarette compa­ 
nies tell someone somewhere that the 
bags of empty cigarette packages they 
collected are worthless. 
Dozens of local residents have been 
saving empty cigarette packages for 
weeks without quite knowing who was to 
benefit, 
Three “beneficiaries” have been track­ 
ed down from rumors provided to The 
Republic by package-savers who began 
to have doubts about the project, 
The stories about individuals to be 
helped go this way: 
1. A boy living" in Jewell Village who 
is ill with leukemia and in need of un­ 
specified aid. 
2. A local girl who can survive leu­ 
kemia if she is provided with $25-a-day 
“shots” which can be paid off with a 
bundle of 75 empty cigarette packs. 
3. A 7-year-old Mitchell boy at an 
Evansville hospital who needs cobalt X- 
-ray therapy and is being helped by a 
collection drive operated through Ameri­ 
can Legion posts at Mitchell and Salem. 
As usual in all previous incidences of 
the Great Cigarette Package Hoax in this 
writer’s 17-year experience in Columbus, 
none of the intended recipients can be 
pinpointed or identified.

monies for entertainment shows 
of the 1972-73 TV season. 
That show will come from 
Los 
Angeles. 
On 
Tuesday, 
there’ll 
be 
another 
Emmy 
awards show — for news and 
religious programming — from 
New York. That will be broad­ 
cast by the CBS television net­ 
work. 
Preceding all this — at least 
tonight on three of CBS’ five 
owned TV stations — is a half- 
hour 
show 
entitled: 
“Tele­ 
vision's Emmy Winners ... Who 
Are the Losers?” 
David Sheehan, who narrated 
and put together the proceed­ 
ings, is a mild-mannered enter­ 
tainment critic who is strange 
in that he reviews television 
shows right on television. 
He began doing it last Sep­ 
tember at KNXT, the CBS- 
owned television station in Los 
Angeles where he describes the 
state of the art most week- 
nights before Walter Cronkite 
shows up to take care of the 
rest of the world. 
Sheehan’s half-hour program 
is scheduled to appear tonight 
on KNXT and CBS-owned sta­ 
tions here and in Philadelphia; 
it’ll be broadcast early Satur­ 
day evening on the network’s 
Chicago station. 
Despite its title, the syndi­ 
cated show isn’t strictly about 
the Emmy awards, but rather 
is what Sheehan calls “an ex­ 
amination 
or assessment of 
television programming in its 
25th year,” 
Sheehan 
says 
its 
general 
thrust is that despite progress 
in adult programming for tele­ 
vision, “the bulk of prime time 
is still dominated by the old 
mediocrity, the simple-minded 
junk.” 
Sheehan, 34, was active as a 
stage actor, director and pro­ 
ducer in Los Angeles prior to 
joining KNXT. He’s also writ­ 
ten a novel, published under 
the title of “Before I Wake.” 


It is a bit unusual for some­ 
one to regularly appear on TV 
as a TV critic, even though 
Sheehan says he only does it at 
the start of the TV season, in 
mid-sea son 
and 
occasionally 
when 'TV specials or made-for 
television movies are coming 
up. 
He says the idea of reviewing 
TV on TV arose after he read a 
magazine article. It concerned 
the number of hours the aver­ 
age American spends in front 
of his television set. It con­ 
vinced him 
TV needed the 
same critical attention devoted 
to theater and movies. 
He had some problems at 
first getting dips of show's 'from. 
ABC and NBC, But when they 
found he played no network fa­ 
vorites in praising and panning 
the new shows, they relaxed 
and came across with the vis­ 
ual devices he needed for his 
reviews. 
As far as his own network 
and station is concerned, he 
says, “I’ve never been given a 
memo or called On the carpet 
and told to ‘cool it’ or anything 
like that.” 
Is there to be a review here 
of Sheehan’s TV show about 
television? The answer is no. 
The moment you start, review­ 
ing TV shows by a guy who 
goes on TV to review TV shows 
you risk a one-way trip to the 
funny farm.

onslaughts of a new conqueror 
from the north — C yu

Persian. What would be their 
fate in a new order of things? 
Would they be ext er mina ted, or 
did the future hold something 
favorable in store for them? 
Jehovah the Alt Powerful 
The poet calls on the Jews 
to put as de their fears and to 
remember that Jehovah is in­ 
finitely mere powerful than any 
temporal conqueror. The very 
stars and celestial bodies testify 
to His creation: “ Lift up your 
eyes on 
high 
and 
see: 
who 
created these? He who brings 
out 
their 
host 
by 
number, 
calling them all by name: by 
the greatness of his might, and 
because he is strong in power 
not one is missing.” 
The poet then goes on to chide 
the Jews for iimagining that God 
has abandoned them and closes 
w th 
that 
eloquen*:, 
familiar 
strophe 
which 
describes 
the 
condition or those who trust in 
divine 
grace: 
“They 
shall 
mount 
in 
with 
wings 
like 
eagles, they shall run and not 
be weary, they shall w-alk and 
not faint.” 
Paul’s Gift 
Paul, in the passages from 
his letter to the Philippians 


which 
we also 
study 
today, 
conveys 
much 
the 
fame 
message. At the time of writing 
he was in prison, possibly in 
Rome, 
awaiting 
trial 
on 
a 
charge which could bring him 
the death penalty. Members of 
the 
church 
at 
Philippi, 
in 
Macedonia, 
which 
he 
had 
founded, had heard of is plight 
end h ad sent him a gift of 
m o n e y 
carried 
by 
the 
messenger Epaphroditus. Paul 
was of course appreciative of 
the 
sentiment 
which 
had 
prompted the gift, but as the 
same time warned to make it 
plain lo the church members 
that, relying on grace, he had 
no need of whatever kind of 
support money could bring: "I 
know how to be aba.sed and I 
know how to abound; in any 
and all circumstances I have 
learned the secret of facing 
plenty and hunger, abundance 
and want. I can do all things 
in him. who strengthens me.” 
These 
ringing 
words 
from 
Isaiah 
and 
Philippians 
pose 
lessons which we never really 
learn. Much of our lives are 
vpent 
seeking 
defenses 
and 
protections from the kind of 
misfortunes which plagued the 
ancient Jews and Paul. If we 
•are successful, and. manage iO 
avoid trouble, we ascribe our 
good fortune to our wisdom and 
foresight. 
If 
we 
are 
un­ 
successful, we tend to ascribe 
our misfortune to bad luck. In 
any event, ail too often, we 
forget that in God’s grace we 
have the opportunity to cope 
with any kind of fortune — good 
or bad — which, can happen 
to us. 
One 
of 
the 
outstanding 
c h a r a c t e r i s t i c s ^ great 
Christians over the 
centuries 
has been the confidence with 
which they faced the future. It 
wasn’t because they expected 
only good things to happen to 
them; it was because they knew 
that bad things couldn’t hurt 
them. 
Coping With Trouble 
None of us will get through 
life without trouble. Some of us 
will suffer prolonged illness; 
ethers will lose 
loved 
ones; 
others may sink into poverty; 
and. some may suffer all three 
eventualities. Without the power 
oí grace life vacillates between 
hectic enjoyment of whatever

We came to what may be an 
historic point of' division |n the 
House this past week when the 
House of Representatives on 
two votes —amendments to the 
Supplemental Appropriation bill 
—voted against the use of funds 
provided for in that bill for the 
purpose of 'continuing aerial 
bombing by U. S. planes in 
Cambodia. 
It should be recognized that 
the action taken—unless the 
President 
should 
decide 
to 
literally comply with it—is more 
symbolic 
than 
immediately 
factual, for the bombs are 
airead on hand and there are 
other operational funds which, 
with some scrimping elsewhere, 
can be made available for 
continued operations in Cam­ 
bodia. 
The 
symbolism 
is 
never­ 
theless important for it marks 
the first time that the House 
of Representatives—as distinct 
from the Senate — has taken 
such an action, and it may 
mark, for good or ill, a new 
departure in American foreign 
and domestic 'policy. 
Although I have supported the 
President down the line in the 
matter of the Vietnamese war, 
and am satisfied —as I have 
•aid before—that, on balance, 
1 have been right to do so, I 
was very much in doubt about 
this vote and remained un­ 
decided until the last moment 
Conditions have undoubtedly 
changed, 
in 
that 
American 
ground teoops are no longer 
Involved and we ana no longer 
in the midst of an actually 
ongoing American war. A case 
can be made that the Cam­

A Communist 
take-over in Cambodia—which 
without 'the bombing certainly 
seems imminent-would pose a 
very grave threat to South 
Vietnam, and might well undo 
the whole Vietnam cease-fire 
for which we have worked so 
long, at very great cost, an 
effort which I heve consistently 
supported. The money in this 
biM was only designed to carry 
on 
operations 
for about 
a 
month, until the end of the 
fiscal yeaT, by which time the 
monsoon rains will halt Cam­ 
b o d i a n ground operations. 
Meantime Dr. Kissinger, in his 
with the Russians, the 
Chinese, .and 'the North Viet­ 
namese 
may 
well persuade 
them—if he is not undercut by 
Congressional action—to call off 
their dogs, and a Cambodian 
cease-fire may very well result. 
The success of December 1972, 
when we hewd to the hard line, 
may be repeated in June of 
1972. Is It wise, reasonable, or 
courageous to give up the game 
in the last 5 minutes and 
perhaps 3 yard* irom 
With me, these considerations 
finally prevailed and 1 voted 
aginst the cut-off of funds. 
Frankly I am not sure whether 
my decision was right or1 wrong. 
The question may well rise 
again, and my options for the 
future remain open. It is ^ my 
view, u a general proposition, 


that if the President wants 
future 
support 
for 
'foreign 
military operations, in Cam­ 
bodia or elsewhere, he should 
■come before the Congress for 
specific and direct approval, 
and 
convince 
us, 
by

a r g u m e n t s presented, that 
American interests in the world 
demand and require the action 
which may be requested.

On the domestic front I am 
happy to report that a com­ 
promise was arrived at this 
week between the rural electric 
cooperatives 
and 
the

ministration, which resulted in. 
a Conference report 
on the 
REA bill acceptable to us all 
and which, along with the rest 
of the House, I was able to 
and did support. The mandatory 
spending requirement, 
which 
was 
objected 
to 
by 
tbe 
President, was eliminated from 
the bill, but Secretary But* 
gave written assurance that an 
acceptable level of loans ex­ 
tended would be maintained, 
and a separate account was set 
up in the Treasury to handle 
the devolving fund. Two per 
cent money was held to 
a 
minimum, in sparsely settled 
areas. Gradually the Rural Co­ 
operatives are moving toward 
a. 
more independently com­ 
petitive position. I, personally,' 
am happy that this particular 
problem has been peacefully 
resolved.

CLARKRANGE, Tenn. (AP) 
— Early in, the .morning, five 
days a week two large vans 
travel along twisting Tennessee 
roads in the Upper Cumberland 
Mountains. 
T h e i r 
destination? 
Deer 
Lodge. Pine Haven. Pleasant 
Valley. 
Grimsley. 
Wilder-Da- 
vidson. Crab Orchard. Hanging 
Limb. 
Daily one of these rural vil­ 
lages in seven eastern Ten- 
nesee 
counties 
gets 
either 
medioal or dental service from 
staffs who work out of vans op­ 
erated by Project Concern, an 
international medical relief or­ 
ganization. 
Once in the villages, the vans 
are parked near buildings that 
sometimes 
serve 
as 
waiting 
rooms. In other cases, the wait­ 
ing is done in patients’ cars. 
One doctor examines patients 
inside the van, as the other 
uses a side room when avail­ 
able. 
Medicine 
is 
dispensed 
from a counter in toe van. 
In a separate village the den­ 
tal van is also parked and pre­ 
pared to see some 20 patients. 
TWo chairs allow both the den­ 
tist and hygienist to work at 
the same time. 
The dental van is staffed by 
Dr. Richard Orlowski, a youth­ 
ful dentist determined to solve 
tooth problems through a pre­ 
ventive program. 
The medical staff is a hus­ 
band-wife 
team, 
James 
and 
Mollie Turpin, founders of Pro­ 
ject Concern. They’ve traveled 
the world and established toe 
project in Vietnam, Hong Kong, 
Mexico, Ethiopia, Navaholand 
in New Mexico and have now 
settled in Appalachia. 
The Turpins first arrived in 
the Upper Cumberlamds in 1868, 
and the first crew worked from 
a borrowed station wagon, hold­ 
ing clinics under trees, beside 
buildings or anywhere possible.
